Superintendent’s Report. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Madison: 


I hereby submit for your consideration my first an- 
nual report as superintendent of your schools. 


TEACHERS 


The country-wide shortage of school teachers has in- 
creased greatly during the past year. It is reported 
on good authority that 300,000 of our best teachers 
left the profession last year to take up better paid 
work. They were literally starved out by the low 
wage rate. | 

Where these have been replaced it has, of necessity, 
been with teachers of lower grade both in ability and 
training. Such conditions cannot help but be reflected 
in the lessened efficiency of the nation’s schools, and 
particularly the rural schools, for any shortage of good 
teachers will always be felt first and most in the rural 
districts where teaching conditions are least desirable. 
There is little prospect of the shortage being relieved 
materially for several years to come. Hence teaching 
costs will continue to be enhanced by the larger places 
bidding for teachers. These conditions account for 
the fact that teaching costs in Madison have increased 
more than fifty per cent. over those of last year. On 
the whole Madison has been fortunate in securing the 
services of capable teachers for the year’s work at 
comparatively reasonable rates. 


TEXTBOOKS AND SUPPLIES 


Everyone knows how prices of all commodities have 
increased in recent years. Hence there is no occasion 
for surprise upon learning that it costs nearly twice 
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as much to adequately supply the schools with text- 
books, paper, and other scholars’ supplies. Moreover, 
the fact that the adoption of the State Program of 
Studies for Elementary Schools was made compulsory 
for the first time this year, has necessitated the buying 
of many new books in order to carry out that program. 

The law reads as follows: “The school board of 
every district shall provide STANDARD elementary 
schools for at least thirty-six weeks in each year at 
such places in the district as will best serve the in- 
terests of education and give to all the pupils within 
the district as nearly equal educational advantages as 
possible.” | 

Regulations of the State Board of Education rela- 
tive to school studies and instruction, says: “A 
STANDARD SCHOOL shall be equipped with books, 
school supplies and apparatus sufficient for the proper 
performance of the work outlined in the 1916 revision 
of the Program of Studies for the Elementary Schools 
of New Hampshire.” | 

To give only one illustration of why it has been 
necessary to purchase so many new books, I will quote 
from the Program of Studies mentioned above: “‘From 
five to eight different primers and first readers and 
several children’s classics in addition shall be read in 
class during the first year.. During the second year 
from ten to twenty books should be read aloud and 
silently at sight in class and not less than twenty 
silent reading outside of class. In the third grade 
from ten to twenty books should be covered for class 
reading and not less than twenty-five others for silent 
reading. Most pupils will read more.” 

Thus the requirements for reading alone necessitated 
the purchase of several hundred new books and the 
schools are not even yet properly supplied. A hundred 
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dollars does not go very far in buying books today. 
This, together with other requirements and the much 
greater cost of paper and other supplies, explains the 
large increase of expenditures for textbooks and sup- 
plies. 


TEACHING COSTS 


The following table gives the comparative teaching 
costs in each school as well as the total cost for all the 
schools and the average cost per pupil.

Note that the cost per pupil in the smallest school 
is much more than twice that in the largest school. 
Small schools are much more expensive than large ones. 


CONSOLIDATION 


In comparing the teaching costs of four schools with 
those of a single consolidated school the difference is 
very much in favor of the latter even with much better 
paid teachers. Witness the following: figures. Noth- 
ing less than a miracle can keep the teaching costs for 
four schools next year below $2,800.00.

(Two teachers at $20 each) ;

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This makes the teaching costs of the consolidated 
school, with teachers at twenty dollars per week each, 
a little more than half the expense of running four 
schools and leaves a balance of $1,360.00 that can be 
used for transportation purposes. This amount, added 
to the thousand dollars or more which would be spent 
for transportation anyway would make available about 
$70.00 per week for transportation purposes without 
costing a cent more than it would to run the four 
schools. 

If a third teacher could be provided in a consolidated 
school, two years of standard high school work could 
be given. This would be a great advantage to the 
community in that many boys and girls would be 
enabled to get some high school education when they 
would otherwise be deprived of the privilege, those 
who can afford to go away to school could get half 
their course at home if they wished, and the better edu- 
cational opportunities a town affords the more attract- 
ive it is to prospective citizens with families. High 
school tuitions saved and brought in would come close 
to five hundred dollars and go a long way toward pay- 
ing the salary of the extra teacher. A teacher capable 
of carrying on this work would cost a thousand dollars. 
The high school work which the law provides for in 
the elementary schools is only a nuisance because a 
teacher cannot handle eight grades to good advantage, 
let alone ten. Besides elementary teachers are seldom 
properly fitted for high school work. Hence the work 
is a detriment to the grades and usually of little ben- 
efit to the ones who are taking it. 


CONVEYANCE 


Unless pupils can be conveyed properly I would not 
advise conveying them at all short of absolute neces- 
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sity. By proper conveyance, I mean conveyance in 
special enclosed vehicles, preferably heated, and in 
charge of a reliable person responsible for the phys- 
ical and moral welfare of the children. A _ special 
enclosed motor car, with all the comforts. of a rail- 
way carriage and with a capacity of twenty pupils can 
be bought for eleven or twelve hundred dollars. 
Horse-drawn vehicles of the same grade and capazity 
can be had for four hundred and twenty-five dollars. 
The wheels of these can be removed and runners 
attached or the body can be transferred to a bobsled. 
Such vehicles should be owned and operated by the 
school district. Their cost would have to be paid out 
of a special appropriation but the expenses of main- 
taining and operating them would come under state 
aid. ! | 
REMODELLING SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


The State Board regulations for the temporary 
approval of schoolhouses require that lighting shall 
be principally from the left and rear and that no win- 
dows be permitted in the front of any schoolroom. The 
window area shall be not less than one-fifth of the 
floor area. Ceilings shall be white or light cream color 
and the curtains shall be of a light tint. These mini- 
mum requirements are no more than is absolutely 
necessary to make the schoolhouses decently safe for 
the children. These requirements must be met before 
the end of the school year if the buildings are to be 
used next year. Judging from experience in other 
parts of my district, it would cost close to a thousand 
dollars to make the four Madison schoolhouses meet 
these requirements. No remodelling has been done 
thus far because of the possibility of consolidation. 
If the district fails to vote for consolidation it will be 
necessary to proceed with the work immediately after 
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the district meeting. If the district does vote for con- 
solidation the cost of remodelling will be saved and 
could be applied to the purchase of vehicles. 
Considering the superior educational advantages it 
would afford, that a suitable building is offered as a 
gift, that it would cost little if any more than the pres- 
ent system, and that transportation difficulties offer 
but a flimsy excuse, there seems to be left no reason- 
able argument against consolidating the schools. 


STANDARDIZED TESTS 


Among the improvements I have introduced in your 
schools during the brief period I have been here, I 
have chosen for mention, as most significant, the 
introduction of standardized tests and scales. I do 
not expect them to be fully appreciated at first by the 
uninitiated but time will prove their great value here 
as elsewhere. The use of these tests represents the 
highest development of scientific method in education. 

Up to very recently our chief method for deter- 
mining the efficiency of a school system was the method 
of personal opinion. When the work of a superin- 
tendent of schools was questioned, the schools were 
visited and personal opinions expressed as to their 
standing. In case of a disagreement among the vis- 
itors the efficiency became a matter of dispute, and 
the people of a community usually favored the opinion 
which most nearly coincided with their own prejudices 
and preconceived ideas. 

Within the past decade an accurate method has been 
evolved for the evaluation of the work which teachers 
and schools are doing. This new method consists in 
the setting up, through the medium of a series of 
carefully devised “Standardized Tests,” of standard 
measurements and units of accomplishment for the 
determination of the kind and amount of work which 
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a school or a school system is doing. The significance 
of these new standards of measurement is indeed large. 
Their use means nothing less than the ultimate trans- 
formation of school work from guesswork to scien- 
tific accuracy. They furnish a basis for comparing the 
work of different schools and groups of school children 
so as to give both supervisors and teachers definite 
aims in the imparting of instruction. Instead of con- 
tinuing to teach without definite measuring-sticks and 
to assign tasks and trust to luck and the growth pro- 
cess in children for results, which is comparable to 
the old-time luck-and-chance farming, we now use 
standards of measurement which will do for education 
what has been done for agriculture as a result of the 
application of scientific knowledge and scientific meth- 
ods to farming. 

These tests are of inestimable value to teacher and 
pupil, to the citizen interested in schools, and to the 
superintendent responsible for results. To teacher 
and pupil they mean concise and definite statements 
as to what each is expected to do in the different sub- 
jects of the program of studies. To the citizen they 
mean the erection of standards of accomplishment 
which are definite, and by means of which he can judge 
for himself as to the efficiency of the schools he helps 
to support. To the superintendent they mean the 
changing of school supervision from guesswork to 
scientific accuracy, and the establishment of standards 
of work by means of which he may defend what he 
is doing. 

For myself and for the teachers I wish to take this 
opportunity for expressing our appreciation of the 
interested support of the public in general and the 
Silver Lake Woman’s Club in particular, and of the 
hearty co-operation of our school board. ~ |
